If you have internet access and are a little intimidated by it | have included my favorite 
DX websites below. They are easy to navigate and filled with great information. | have in- 
cluded a brief description of each. | encourage everyone to visit these sites. Furthermore | 
strongly recommend subscribing to a DX newsletter. The Daily DX is my personal choice. 
It is emailed daily and loaded with great information. 


NOHR DXpedition Map http:/Awww.nOhr.com/wk34/ 
The webpage presentation is very nice. It contains a world map. The map is overlaid 


with the current DXpeditions. Place the cursor on the dot and a text box opens which de- 
scribes the DXpedition. It includes the dates, bands, antennas and other pertinent infor- 
mation. There is a slider on the bottom. As you move it forward it advances the date and 
updates the map. It is very nice however for some it may be easier to see the DXepedi- 
tions listed in a table format. 


The DX Zone http://www.dxzone.com/catalog/DX_Resources/ 
The DX Zone is the one stop shop for DXing. It has links to other sites that contain infor- 


mation on beacons, DXCC, DXpeditions, Club Newsletters and the like. It even has a 
shack rental link for those interested in a ham DX vacation. Take some time to go through 
all the links. In no time you will be zooming around the world... well at least on the inter- 
net. Remember these are tools to enhance your DX experience. Don’t get lost in the tools! 


The Daily DX www.dailydx.com/ 
Bernie, W3UR, has been relentlessly ferreting out every scrap of DX information for 


many years. His email newsletter, The Daily DX, has been my greatest source of informa- 
tion. Some people read the newspaper with their morning coffee. | read The Daily DX. 
Even when the bands are dead Bernie’s newsletter is alive with information. His webpage 
is also a great resource. Across the top of the webpage are links to the latest DXpedition 
web pages. There is also a calendar that lists all the future DXpeditions. Also on the web 
page is a favorite sites link. Again there are massive links to other web sites that are full of 
information.

Pete has been a member of our club for the past two years. He is an avid DXer with 
326 confirmed entities. He pursues each elusive DX station by remote operation. The 
transceiver and antennas are based in a suburb of Phoenix, Arizona at the home of 
W7KW, Terry Hahn. 


Pete was born in 1944 in Buffalo, N.Y. His family moved to Southern California in 1948 
and he spent his childhood in Lawndale and Torrance. It was a neighborhood ham radio 
operator, KETJE, Dean Hanson, who “Elmered’” Pete through his Novice days in 1956. 
Pete earned the call sign KN6UBH and his first station consisted of a homebrew two-tube 
transmitter running about 25 watts, an Arc-5 forty-meter receiver and a dipole antenna. Six 
months later he passed his General class license examination. In 1977, when the two let- 
ter “N” calls became available to Extra class ticket holders, Pete made the trip to the FCC 
office in Long Beach and became N6JE. The vanity program allowed him to change his 
call sign to a two letter W6 call in 1997 and he became W6PU. 


Pete is a true blue Southern Californian. He earned his BSEE at UCLA and his MSEE 
at USC (Who do you root for at sporting events, Pete?). He is married and lives in an 


antenna-restricted community San Clemente. He has a thirty-seven year old son. Pete is 
an RF hardware design engineer and is employed by Swiss owned ASCOM, Inc. in Lake 
Forest. 


He is a Life member of ARRL and has been a member of the South Orange Amateur 
Radio Club (SOARA) for the past 15 years. Because of his expertise in remote operation, 
he has been invited to speak at local radio clubs. He has also presented a remote opera- 
tion program at the 2008 International DX Convention in Visalia. 


His current home station is very modest. He has a Kenwood TS-2000 that is internet 
connected and allows authorized individuals to listen, but not transmit, from his San 
Clemente site. He owns an ICOM 706 MkII G that he can load into multiple attic antennas. 
He has dipoles for 40/20/17 and 15 meters, a 2-meter vertical and a six-element yagi for 
70cm. 


He teamed up with Terry Hahn, W7KW, to develop a remote station in Cave Creek, Ari- 
zona which is quite impressive. He has the choice of using either a Flex-5000 or a Ken- 
wood TS-480 with an Alpha 87-A amplifier. The antenna choices start with a five element 6 
meter beam at 25 feet, a SteppIR three element beam (6-20 meters) at 85 feet, a two ele- 
ment Cushcraft 40 meter beam at 90 feet, a rotatable 30 meter dipole at 100 feet, an in- 
verted vee for 80 meters and a shunt fed tower on 160 meters. A K9AY receiving loop 
completes the complement of available antennas, which can all be controlled and selected 
remotely through a MicroHam interface. The software includes W4MQ internet remote tool 
kit, Ultra VNC for the remote desktop program, IP Sound for audio and Hamachi for com- 
puter networking. Pete can operate SSB, CW and digital with minimal latency issues. 


Pete keeps abreast of SCDXC activities through the BULLetin and word of mouth from 
our Orange county members. It is difficult for him to attend our monthly general meetings 
due to the locations of his job and home as well as Southern California traffic jams. Al- 
though he lives equidistant between the SCDXC and SDDXC clubs, | am gratified that he 
chose to only join our club. He hopes to be able to attend the Holiday party in December. If 
you have any questions about “remoting” your station, he will be happy to share his exper- 
tise.

MEMBER PROFILE 
Mel Hughes

A few members may know of Mel’s involvement with Rancho Palos Verdes pertaining to the an- 
tenna ordinances. Having lived through that experience | can vouch that having him in our corner 
provided hams on the hill the opportunity to put up effective antennas. Mel’s service to RPV went 
way beyond amateur radio as you will read in the presentation below. 


We all know Mel is not one to sit on his “accolades”. He continues to serve on The SCDXC 
Board as membership chairman. Mel has been and is the current co-chairman for the Visalia Inter- 
national DX Convention. Furthermore in a pinch Mel has volunteered his facilities for meetings 
when an issue arises with our normal venue. It is an honor to know and work with you Mel! 


Please read the following “City Hero” presentation made at the RPV City Council to our own Mel 
Hughes, K6SY. 


Rancho Palos Verdes, CA — July 21, 2009 


At this evening’s City Council meeting Melvin W. Hughes, K6SY, was presented with 
the Mayor’s ’Hero Award” for his many years of service to the City of Rancho Palos 
Verdes and to Los Angeles County. 


Mel, as he prefers to be called, was appointed to the Rancho Palos Verdes Planning Commis- 
sion in 1976 as a result of his lobbying efforts against the newly formed City’s ban on HAM anten- 
nas. He served on the Planning Commission for about eight years and was twice Vice Chairman 
and twice the Chairman. While on the Planning Commission, Mel worked on the City’s General 
Plan and the Local Coastal Specific Plan. The Local Coastal Plan was the first ever approved by 
the State Coastal Commission. 


It took nearly three years but the antenna ban was lifted and replaced with an ordinance allowing 
HAM antennas, but giving the City the ability to site the tower location for minimum view impact. An 
article by Dr. Wayne Overbeck, N6NB, detailing the three year battle over antennas titled “PR in 
Palos Verdes” appeared in the November 1980 issue of QST. 


In the fall of 1983 Mel ran for City Council and was elected in December of that year. Mel served 
two terms on the City Council was twice Mayor Pro Tem and twice Mayor. Mel was Mayor when 
Marineland closed. It became evident, very quickly, that a replacement Ocean Aquarium, like 
Marineland, was not in the cards. Under Mel’s leadership the City Council began an in-depth study 
of zoning and land use possibilities for the old Marineland site. A destination Resort was the ulti- 
mate choice. It took a long time, but attending the June 2009, Grand Opening of the new resort, 
Terranea. was a wonderful experience. 


One year, while serving on the City Council, Mel spent three weeks of his vacation walking the 
halls of our State Capital in a successful effort to obtain a 2 million dollar grant to implement meth- 
ods of stabilization for the Portuguese Bend Landslide. He also spent time in Washington D.C. lob- 
bying Members of both Houses of Congress for landslide abatement funding. He testified before 
the Finance Committees of both Houses of Congress in a less successful effort to obtain additional 
funding from the Federal Government for an Army Corps of Engineers’ Study of the Portuguese 
Bend Landslide. 


In 1978, while serving on the Rancho Palos Verdes Planning Commission, Mel was appointed by 
County Supervisor Deane Dana to the Los Angeles County Emergency Medical Services Commis- 
sion, the agency that oversees all paramedic services, the Paramedic Training Institute, base hos- 
pitals, emergency rooms, and the trauma system in Los Angeles County. Mel represented the qin 
Supervisorial District until 1994. 


Following 9/11, when the City of Rancho Palos Verdes formed a Committee to evaluate the City’s 
preparedness, Mel was appointed to serve on the committee bringing with him his experience and 
knowledge from the County Emergency Medical System, his experience and knowledge of the 
City, and his emergency communications training from years of HAM radio service. Mel has served 
on the Emergency Preparedness Committee as Vice Chair twice and Chairman three times. Dur- 
ing the last few years the City’s Emergency Communications facilities have been greatly improved 
and working in conjunction with Neighborhood Watch, newly licensed and trained HAM radio op- 
erators are able to provide emergency radio communications at the neighborhood block level. 


Mel is a life member and Past President of the Rancho de los Palos Verdes Historical Society. 
He is also a founding member and past president of the Palos Verdes Amateur Radio Club. Mel 
was first licensed in 1955 as KN6KSY. He currently holds the extra class license, K6SY, and is 
Trustee for the PVARC license and call, K6PV.

Stories of the SCDXC from the days of yore 


IF PICTURES COULD ONLY TALK 


Here is another picture from the past. You know, there are a few familiar faces in that 
group. It was a tradition to take a picture at every holiday party. Can you identify the venue? 
What year do you think it was? Can you identify this motley crew? 


If you can then you should be able to recall a few anecdotes from that year. Write them 
down before they are lost forever. In fact the one who gives me the best historical account will 
receive a free dinner at the Roll & Rye or equivalent courtesy of the Editor (that’s me)!
